LT. COMDR. KEIM TO ANNAPOLIS 

Late in January the Squadron men bade 
farewell to their Executive Officer, Lt. 
Comdr. William J. Keim, USN, detached 
and reporting to Annapolis for a post-grad- 
uate course in aero-nautical engineering. 

An Annapolis graduate of the class of 
1939, Mr. Keim was ordered to the “Big E” 
(USS Enterprise) shortly thereafter and 
served aboard her until May, 1942, when he 
reported to Lakehurst in the first class of 
officers from sea duty to training for LTA. 
By October of that year he had completed 
his training and was assigned as Materiel 
Officer at Moffett Field, where he assem- 
bled materiel for fitting out Squadron 33. 

He requested Tillamook duty and arrived 
with the Squadron in March, 1943. Here 
he served as Engineering Officer, Flight 
Officer, Flight Materiel Officer, and Execu- 
tive Officer (this last duty for the past 16 
months). 

An outdoor man, with hunting, fishing 
and congenial companions high on his 
leisure list, Lt. Comdr. Keim and his charm- 
ing wife will be missed by their many Tilla- 


mook friends.

NEW SQUADRON EXEC ABOARD 
Reporting aboard to relieve Lt. Comdr. 


Lt. Comdr, Wm, J. Keim 
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On 27 January, Lt. Comdr. Burr Odell, 
USNR, was relieved of duties as officer in 
charge of the Hedron detachment by Lt. 
R. W. Gibson, USNR. Mr. Gibson reported 
from Moffett Field, where Mr. Odell has 


reported to assume the duties of Station 
Operations Officer. 


Lt. Comdr. Odell has over ten years with 
the Navy, his first contact being through 
Naval ROTC in September, 1933, at the 
University of Washington. Graduating in 
1937, he was commissioned an ensign. He 
joined, while he was affiliated with Dunn 
& Bradstreet in Seattle, the Organized Re- 
serve in 1939. In 1941, he went aboard the 
USS Nightingale as Executive Officer. 


In May, 1942, he reported to Lakehurst 
for LTA training. October of the same 
year found him on the West Coast, 


By March of 1943, he was in Tillamook 
with the Squadron. In May, he returned to 
Moffett for four months in the Ground 
Schooi Flight Dept. 

His second tour of duty at NAST was 
officer in charge of the Hedron detach- 
ment. He considers the salvage of the K-111 
on Vancouver Island by Lt. (jg) Henderson 
the most outstanding event during his tour 
of duty here. 

“The fine co-operation among all activ- 
ities and between officers and men is one 
of the things I have most appreciated dur- 
ing my duty here,” said the Lieut. Com- 
mander. “I leave behind many pleasant 
associations and I never expect to have 
finer duty anywhere.” 








William J. Keim, USN, is Lt. Comdr. Verne 
A. Jennings, USNR, who has been assigned 
to Fleet Airship Pacific Tactical Unit for 
the past two and one-half years. 


Like some of his brother officers, his 
first Navy contract was through Naval 
ROTC at the University of Washington. 
Commissioned a reserve Ensign in 1935, he 
was in the field of music until the Spring 
of 1941, when he took Command of a patrol 
boat. He later served aboard the USS 
Tangeer. In the summer of 1942 he under- 
went LTA training at Lakehurst. He was 
then assigned to Moffet Field, where he 
has been until his new orders brought him 
to Tillamook.

We are printing a tribute to him 
written by Cavell Macdonald, SK3c, of 
Supply.

Jungle Born 


Born in the Panay jungles of the Philip- 
pine Islands, almost 49 years ago, “Cookie,” 
as he is affectionately known, is miniature 
in stature only. (4 ft. 9% in.; 96 lbs.) 

First-born of his family, Cookie was early 
schooled in the ‘practical philosophy of his 
island-bred grandfather: “Observe carefully 
what is worth doing in a particular place, 
particular people, particular habits, and 
particular order. If you want to cling to 
your old habits and beliefs, that is your 
business. Only you are making a ridicu- 
lous exhibition of yourself before those who 
do not know your belief.” 

Twenty-seven months ago, while his fam- 
ily and friends carried on guerilla warfare 
against the Japs, in Panay, Cookie enlisted 
in the U. S. Navy, in spite of scoffing 
friends, to serve how and where he could.

In regretfully leaving the Navy, “Cookie” 
says, “One thing I am sure, that my being 
discharged because of my age does not end 
my obligation. Instead, and to the best of 
my ability, I shall always carry on the best 
traditions of the U. S. Navy. I shall treas- 
ure all the privileges that I have enjoyed 
both in contacts with officers, men and 
civilians, particularly at NAS, Tillamook.

.-. Observes 150 Years 


On February 23, 1945, the Supply Corps 
will observe the 150th anniversary of the 
beginnings of the supply system which has 
become a world-girdling network enabling 
the Fighting Fleet to meet its enemies in 
combat strength in any part of the globe. 


Modest Beginnings 

The Supply Corps of today had its modest 
beginning in the ships of the early U. S. 
Navy of 1794, whose officer pursers were 
the antecedents of today’s Supply Corps. 

Today’s Supply activities, directed by the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, must 
maintain an effective flow of supplies, not 
only to mobile forces afloat but to bases 
all over the world. They are maintaining 
the longest supply lines in military history 
to deliver what is needed at the required 
time and place. 


Supply Corps at NAST 

All branches of the Supply Corps at Tilla- 
mook work together to achieve the effi- 
cient performance of the functions assign- 
ed to the Corps. 

Disbursing, under the control of Lt. (jg) 
Dale C. Huebner, (SC) USN, his assistant, 
Chief Pay Clerk L. V. Scott, USN, and his 
Naval and civilian crew, pay the naval and 
civilian  personnel,-and receive and _ dis- 
burse all government funds applicable to 
this station. 

The Commissary Officer, Lt. B. M: Saia, 
(SC) USNR, aided by Chief Commissary 
Steward Ray and the cooks, bakers and 
messmen, provides “the best chow in the 
Navy” to Station, Squadron and Hedron 
enlisted personnel. 

Supply and Accounting Vital 

Supply and Accounting Officer, B. C. 
Clark, Lt. Comdr. (SC) USNR, aided by 
Lt. Saia, Assistant Supply Officer, directs 
one of the most vital of all station depart- 
ments. 

Supply is responsible for procuring and 
keeping adequate stocks available of all 
supplies and equipment that may be re- 
quired by the station and its dependent 
activities. Maintainence of civilian pay- 
rolls and accounting for all material and 
appropriation allotments are handléd by 
Accounting, headed by John Davis. 

The many functions of Supply are chan- 
nelled through various groups, divisions, 
and sections such as Purchasing Division 
by Richard Verran, Incoming Stores Group 
by Max Garrison, Receiving Section by 
Chief Storekeeper Christy, Storage Group 
by C. Fest, Issue Division by C. Smith, and 
W. L. Weise, Chief Clerk of the Supply De- 
partment. 

Hedron’s Supply problems are disposed 
of by Lt. (jg) A. F. Cross, (SC) USNR, 
working in close conjunction with the sta- 
tion Supply Department. 

NAST is fortunate in having in its Supply 
Corps activities, officers and men—enlisted 
and civilian—as well as WAVES and Civil 
Service women who know their jobs and 
take real pride in doing them well.

The E-Ship, only one of its class, carried 


In 1919, the Navy, still experimenting 
with the non-rigid, authorized the design 
for the E-ship. Building only one of this 
class, they followed it soon with a single 
ship of the F-type. 


E-Ship Small 


Single-motored (Thomas engine), the E- 
ship was a much smaller ship than its pre- 
decessors, the C and D classes. Its gas vol- 
ume was only 95,000 cu. ft. as against the 
190,000 cu. ft. of the D-ship. Its hull length 
of 162 ft. over-all height of 49 ft. and dia- 
meter of 33.5 drawfed it beside the 200 ft. 
hull length of the D-ship with its approxi- 
mate over-all height of 60 ft. 

By the same token its useful static lift 
was only 1580 as against 4340 of the D-ship. 

Its real achievement was that its maxi- 
mum speed was 49 knots with a cruising 
speed of 30 knots, while the D-ship was 
only capable of a maximum speed of 50 
knots with a cruising speed of 35 knots. 


F-Ship Has Endurance 


The F-ship, built in the same year, also 
had a single motor (Union). Its gas vol- 
ume was identical with that of E-ship, 95,- 
009 cu. ft. 

However, it had a greater static lift of 
1830, and consequently could carry a great- 
er fuel load. It sacrificed speed, 45 knots 
as against the E-ships 49, for endurance, 
for it could stay aloft for 15 hours at maxi- 
mum speed as against the six hour record 
of the E-ship, At cruising speed of 30 knots 
it was capable of 32.5 hours, while the E- 
ship could chalk up only 20 hours at the 
same cruising speed. 

Neither of these ships show great ad- 
vance in airship design, but they do show 
that pioneers in airshipping were working 
out many technical problems.
